Mrs. Osgood also declared, 
"I will not resign. It is all 
perfectly ridiculous. 1 want 
to know the reasons." 

First intimation that the 
Council, during secret sessions 
last week, had worked out a 
plan to eliminate the two wom¬ 
en from the Planning Commis¬ 
sion came Monday morning. 

At that time Steinberger 
called on each of them at their 
homes.

The Council's blast, which 
came without announcement 
and with no announced rea¬ 
sons, seemed to have resulted 
from differences of personali¬ 
ties. 

Sifted out, here are the 
charges Councilman Henry 
Nuetzel and the others sudden¬ 
ly confronted Mrs. de Wright 
and Bigelow with during the 
Monday night meeting: 

1. Mrs.de Wright sews dur¬ 
ing commission meetings. 

(It had previously been ex¬ 
plained that Mrs. de Wright 
sews for Red Cross at the meet¬ 
ings as an occupational ther¬ 
apy inasmuch as she suffers 
from high blood pressure.

Supervisor William A. Smith 
just returned from Washington 
where he made a pitch to a 
Congressional committee for 
$30,000,000 to carry on the 
county’s all-important flood 
control program. 

A portion of his comments 
are worth passing on here: 

"To us who live in Los Ange¬ 
les County and who have seen 
the floods from time to time 
during the past several dec¬ 
ades, it seems that there is no 
alternative other than making 
sufficient appropriations avail¬ 
able to the Army Engineers to 
carry on the immediate needs 
for flood protection. 

“We know that we are not 
the only people endangered by 
floods in the United States, but 
we think we are the most en¬ 
dangered. Due to our extremely 
concentrated heavy population, 
under towering mountains dis¬ 
charging their waters onto the 
coastal plain in the matter of 
minutes or, at the most, the 
matter of a few hours, after a 
rainfall starts, we have a situ¬ 
ation that is unprecedented and 
not comparable to any other 
area of the United States. 

“Our floods are not typical 
of floods as generally under¬ 
stood, but are things of terrific 
velocity and awesome conse¬ 
quences. Our mountains are ten 
thousand feet in the air with 
slopes sometimes almost per¬ 
pendicular, practically devoid 
of vegetation as commonly 
known, and our rainfalls are of 
h.tense velocity. We have had 
as much as twenty-four inches 
of rain in twenty-four hours, 
and rains like that in moun¬ 
tains like ours mean only one 
thing: devastation. From the 
peak of our mountains to the 
ocean shore is an airline dis-

YES, "THINGS" CAN BE DIFFICULT! 

One-time visitor to Sierra Madre now writes of 
"Things" and things in Florida 

BY EDWARD LLOYD VOORHEES 

Just how unconquerable and creative under difficulties can be 
the spirit of a human being is illustrated by the writer of the 
appended humor-filled verses, “Things,” Julia Ellsworth Ford. 
Patron of the arts and of artists for over half a century, an au¬ 
thor and landscape painter herself, doner of an annual prize of 
$2000 for the “best book” for children, Mrs. Ford is also the 
mother of Ellsworth Ford, well-known in the East for his oil 
paintings of boats and ships, and of Lauren Ford the internation¬ 
ally distinguished painter of children and child life. Mrs. Ford and 
her work are personally known to residents of Sierra Madre 
where she visited friends briefly in 1941. Written recently and 
published in a newspaper in Palm Beach, Florida, where Mrs. 
Ford is wintering, her verses were sent by a member of her house¬ 
hold to a friend in this city. 

The lines reflect her own daily life—and, with variations, the 
lives of all women, whether rich, poor, or “just comfortable,” 
who attempt to lead an intellectually creative life in the midst 
of household activities and “things.” Her mental reactions and 
her evident envy of the birds provide the humor and balance 
which save her from wishing to abrogate her humanity and 
“things”—even under personal circumstances described by her 
household friend as “suffering heroically from several ailments," 
including a stubbornly mending leg, broken las* September. Mrs. 
Ford is due to round out her first 90 years on next April 6th, and 
is writing daily on her book-length autobiography, her final 
words to the three generations of her life-time. The verses are as 
follows: 

THINGS 

By Julia Ellsworth Ford 

Things, things, things— 

What a bother they are! 

Curtains to hang—rugs for the -floor— 

Dresses and hats—paraphernalia galore; 

Morning Degins with a big parade— 

This thing and that—things for the maid 
When all I want is a simple meal. 

But friends are arriving—and here comes the cook! 

She raises her eyebrows, and gives such a look: 

"What!—No pie? 

They surely will die." 

"Oh, order whatever you like!" say I. 

For the blue jays are waiting to breakfast with me, 

They are very- indignant at all this delay. 

Their blue wings are fluttering in the wind 
Vying in hue with the sky and the sea. 

Song sparrows are singing a sweet tune for me. 

And I lie and dream 
Surely now it would seem 
I could finish my writing in peace. 

Soft air is entering through the golden sunshine, 

Spring's in the air 
And the leaves are gay 
In their gorgeous display, 

When all of a sudden the maid appears 
And calls through her tears: 

"There's a leak in the roof!—There's a man at the door! 
He says it's important; he's been here before. 

I can't say you're dying, or lie any more- 

The captain has phoned—says no sailing today— 

The magneto has broken." "The WHAT did he say? . . . 
Heavens! What is that noise from the parlour floor?— 
The tuner?—Ye gods, I can't stand any more." 

Things, things, things— 

, What a bother they are! 

Blue jay on my window sill, 

Are YOU bothered with things? 

The Blue Jay flashes his beautiful wings: 

"I must hurry away; I've a house to build-—- 
But not with bothersome things to be filled." 

Black bird, Black bird—are you bothered with things? 
And he flaps his shining glossy black wings: 

"I must hurry away; I prefer the sky 
Where cook can't put me into a pie." 

Things, things, things— 

What a bother you are! 

Yet what would I do without you, THINGS?

Notes 

“The Wastrel,” by "Frederic 
Wakeman, deserves the worn 
word “fascinating.” It is a tale 
told with surpassing skill, out¬ 
side the usual range of Mr. 
Wakeman’s three previous nov¬ 
els, “Shore Leave,” ‘The Huck¬ 
sters,” and “Saxon Charm.” 

Mr. Wakeman’s characters 
are usually gaudy people, 
cheap and mostly alcholic, but 
in “The Wastrel” he has writ¬ 
ten with a depth and percep¬ 
tion not often found with so 
deft a touch. Although he uses 
the device of flash-back to tell 
his tale, he does it so drama¬ 
tically, so expertly, the novel 
is successful as a whole, as 
well as in its separate parts. 

In ‘The Wastrel” there are 
two intermingled stories; one, a 
man’s memories of his past, in 
which the hero, a wealthy 
American play-boy examines 
his futile life during one peril¬ 
ous night at sea. The other, 
that same perilous night, swim¬ 
ming hour after hour with 
Death by his side. This mag¬ 
nificently terrible night is so 
breath-taking in itself you 
won’t be able to put the book 
down. Played out against the 
background of the sea is the 
man’s desperate effort to save 
the life of his little son. Only 
a skilled craftsman could make 
so believable the fine qual¬ 
ity of courage in the child, so 
convincing the re-creation of 
the father’s manhood. 

The story and its characters 
remain in the memory long 
after the book is finished—an 
excellent test for any novel.

Kite-flying days are here 
again, and with them a few 
dangers which must be avoid¬ 
ed, according to L. E. Jenkins 
Southern C a 1 if o r n i a Edison 
Company district manager, who 
made a timely safety reminder 
today. 

“Serious injury could result 
if kites come in contact with 
electric lines,” Mr. Jenkins said, 
“and we want to be sure that 
boys and girls have fun from 
kite-flying without any of the 
dangers resulting from care¬ 
lessness. There are only four 
rules for kite safety, which all 
youngsters should remember: 

1. Fly kites in open fields 
away from electric lines and 
other overhead obstructions. 

2. Be sure the string is per¬ 
fectly dry. 

3. Never use wire, tinsel or 
metallic string, or cord that is 
damp from rain or fog. 

4. If the kite catches in an 
electric line, let go of it! Do 
not try to pull the kite down, 
but call the service company 
owning the line, and a line¬ 
man will come to get the kite.

residents to offer assistance, 
with co-operation, in fire pre¬ 
vention in order that we may 
retain our present status as a 
town with few fires. 

The men of the fire depart¬ 
ment actually enjoy their re¬ 
sponsibility, but there is a lim¬ 
it if there should come a time 
when constant fire calls inter¬ 
rupt their regular sleep. 

A recent fire call at the cor¬ 
ner of Orange Grove and Oak 
Meadow Lane brought out 
twenty-seven of the member¬ 
ship of thirty fire fighters. The 
work done at this fire was in¬ 
dicative of what constant in¬ 
terest and training will do. A 
professional fire fighting crew 
could not have done better. A 
fire that gave the appearance of 
much loss and little hope was 
soon under control by the local 
fire fighters. Water damage 
was slight and the mere fact 
that water is usually the source 
of much damage must be con¬ 
sidered. Training and regular 
reminders were proven at this 
fire. 

The victims were strong in 
their praise of the work done 
by the fire fighters and this 
commendation is greatly ap¬ 
preciated by the fire depart¬ 
ment. Encouragement never 
hurt anyone. And now to reveal 
some of the real feelings of 
your fire fighters, it might be 
of interest to mention that the 
fellows had a wonderful time 
at their Tecent dinner, held at 
the Woman’s Clubhouse. As is 
customary at a fire fighters’ 
function, all present allowed 
their tresses to fall downward. 
Dignity is limited for relaxa¬ 
tion. Friends among friends 
permits an unusual freedom. 
More of such is needed. Let’s 
get together and keep the 
FIRES OUT. 


Speaking as an individual, 
rather than a representative of 
Fire Prevention, the writer 
would like very much to know 
whether the people most con¬ 
cerned, fully realize the impor¬ 
tance of what their local vol¬ 
unteer fire department means 
and whether they know the 
value of what they are receiv¬ 
ing? Do you know that thirty 
men of the locality are devoted 
to the suppression of fires and 
much more concerned in the 
prevention of fires? Do you 
know that Fire Prevention is 
the most modern way of fight¬ 
ing fires? Do you realize that 
just because Fire Prevention 
work has eliminated many 
fires, much more fire preven¬ 
tion work is necessary? 

You must know that fire 
fighting equipment is essen¬ 
tial, even tho’ the equipment 
may not move for weeks at a 
time. If the expensive engines 
and other necessary fire fight¬ 
ing equipment are not called 
upon to extinguish a fire in 
a long period, so much the bet¬ 
ter for everyone concerned. 
That proves we are all doing 
a good job. Let’s keep working 
on the Fire Prevention idea. 

In order that our local fire 
department continues in the 
order mentioned, it is necessary 
that we-enjoy the work. In 
order that we enjoy the work, 
we must create occasions to in¬ 
terest those who make up the 
department.

It was pointed 
out, however, that a strip of 
land which was to be used for 
the improvement had been re¬ 
deemed by the owner prior to 
a tax sale and the city had 
been unable to acquire it. 

City Attorney T. Guy Cornyn 
said that the land could not 
be purchased by private agree¬ 
ment or by condemnation. If 
it were to be by condemnation, 
a petition bearing names of at 
least 60 per cent of the property 
owners was necessary. 

The Council also took action 
to reject two bids for engineer¬ 
ing and survey work in prepar¬ 
ation for the opening of a road 
south of Sierra Madre boule¬ 
vard and west from Baldwin. 
The Council will, instead, get 
an estimate for the establish¬ 
ment of a proposed "center 
line” so that property owners 
adjoining will know where the 
proposed street will go. Esti¬ 
mated cost was set at $ 200 . 

The Council decided that rules 
should be set up to govern use 
of the city parking lot west 
of the City Hall. It will be one¬ 
way with traffic “in” from Sier¬ 
ra Madre boulevard and "out” 
on Montecito Court.

the attention of his students 
to the similiarity of forma¬ 
tions in some sections of Can¬ 
ada to radium-rich formations 
in Czechoslovakia. 

“This professor lectured on 
pitchblende deposits and show¬ 
ed us samples. He encouraged 
the young geologists to look 
for deposits,” LaBine said. “I 
was interested and I remem¬ 
bered what he said. 

“In May 1929 I surveyed by 
air the Great Bear Lake region 
and noticed extensive faults. 
And the next year I went into 
the region on foot—the third 
white man in the wilderness.” 

LaBine then made his dis¬ 
covery and he and his party 
staked out preliminary claims 
covering 7500 acres. In a field 
survey, LaBine then laid out 
the four producing veins. 

Three years later he produc¬ 
ed his first radium element. It 
had been no easy job. The de¬ 
posits lay in the deep wilder¬ 
ness where the very mechanics 
of getting the ore from the 
ground was a fight, and the 
transportation of the ore from 
the wild region was just as big 
a job.
